AX EMINENT CANADIAN 

CIR JOSEPH POPE, WHO PASSED 

^ away in Ottawa a'lew days ago, had an ex¬ 
ceptionally distinguished record of public service 
marked by many diverse activities. A son of one 
of the fathers of Confederation, nephew of a prom¬ 
inent member of the Government of Sir John A. 
Macdonald, it was natural that very early in life he 
should manifest an active interest in public affaire 
and a desire to besoms associated with them. After 
a brief service in venous capacities following the re¬ 
turn of the Macdonald Administration in 1878, he 
became private secretary to the Prime Minister, a 
position he filled with distinction for nine years. The 
relations between the greet Conservative statesman and 
his secretary were very close, and to that intimacy and 
the industry and discretion of Mr. Pope, we owe the 
two volumes of "Memoin of the Rt.

He pouesied unuiual qualities a* a diplomatist, 
being noted for his wide information, thorough knowl¬ 
edge of diplomatic procedure and usage, unimpeaeh- 
( able integrity and singular charm of manner. He 
\was assigned to many important international mis¬ 
sions. He was associated with the proceedings of 
tbe Behring Sea Arbitration, Paris. 1893, Joint High 
Commission of Canada and the United States. 1898 
and 1899. the Alaska Boundary tribunal, London. 
1903. To this many-siiied official also was dele¬ 
gated the duty of arranging for the Canadian tours 
of distinguished visitors, notably the present King and 
Queen when they were the Duke and Duchess of 
York. He accompanied the Hon. Rodolphe Lem- 
ieux to Japan in 1907 when the intricate question of 
immgration was engaging the attention of the Cana¬ 
dian and Japanese governments. He was raised to 
the knighthood in 1912, following the receipt of 
many other honors. 

Notwithstanding the pressing duties of his office. 
Sir Joseph Pope found time to produce a nugsber of 
hooks of hi sto ric a l value, but he will be best remem¬ 
bered for his works on Sir John A. Macdonald. At 
executor of the great Conservative chieftain he had in 
his care an enormous amount of correspondence and 
Mate papers covering in great detail one of the most 
‘important periods of Canadian history. A few years 
ago he presented seventy thousand of these documents 
to the Canadian Archives

Three years ago more than one player 
died on United States football fields, 
but this year such a thing did not 
occur. In every case of death the 
player succumbed in a hospital, and, 
whereas a broken neck was fatal not 
so long ago. this year three men who 
received that Injury recovered, and 
there is a case In New York of a 
player competing this season after 
having broken hie neck a little more 
than a year ago.
